Key Discussion Items  

• The MDPCP PMO provided an update on the Center for Medicare & Medicaid Innovation’s 
(CMMI) response to the annual report recommendations and overviewed priority 
elements for the future of the MDPCP 

• The Council deliberated on priorities to consider in planning for the future of the MDPCP: 

o Spending level/ investment — enhanced primary care investment sufficient to 
sustainably address medical, behavioral, and social needs of patients  

o Payments — hybrid payment model including fee for service and population- 
based payment  

o Financial risk — limited risk and risk sharing by larger entities 

o Payer alignment — multi-payer alignment on payments, quality measures, and 
data to reduce administrative burden 
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o Participation and eligibility — allow for additional application periods for new 
practices to join  

o Performance measurement — use simple, easily captured, meaningful 
performance data  

o Policy and State leadership — additional shifting of policymaking and operations 
from CMMI to the State 

o Care transformation organizations — participation with guardrails and 
modifications to enhance care transformation support, effectiveness, and
